Pilatre J*t 
Rosters was the first and most lUustrt ! 
oils of tlie long list of aeronauts whc 
have fallen victim s to their desire ta 
advance the art of aerostatics. 
In July and August of the year 1783 
balloons filled with hydrogen gas were ; 
sent up from Parte, and in September 
at Versailles the first balloon was sent 
up freighted with living animals. 
In the sam e year Montgolfier con­ 
structed a balloon which he claimed 
would he capable of carrying passen­ 
gers, his workshop boing in tile garden* 
of the Favltourg 8t. Antoine* Tile bal 
loon was sixty feet in height and forty* ; 
eight broad* 
Its exurlor was richly 
painted anil embroidered, there being 
represented upon it the tw elve signs of 
the zodiac, the arms of the king of 
France and numberless fleurs-de-lis and 
lower down, amid a crowd of grotesque ', 
heads aud garlands of flowers, a flock 
of eagles, with extcn lid wings, that 
seemed to be flying and supporting tbs . 
huge balloon upon their shoulders. 
Below tile balloon proper w as con 
strutted a circular platform of wicker 
work, covered with silk, which waj 
used as a car. This platform was very 
large and w as surrounded by a balm* 
trade to prevent the aeronauts from 
falling out.
